RAIL RATES REDUCED 



St. Albans, \V. Va., Sept. 2. — All 
(rains on the Coal river branch of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railroad from St. 
Alltang to Madison, Jeffery and other 
points where armed bands have been 
collecting for the last few days have 
been stopped. The last train from 
here left Wednesday afternoon. lia 11- 
road men said that not even the mail 
was being moved. 

Persons who reached here tried in 
vain to induce owners of automobiles 
to takt them to Madison or Jeffery. 
They said sill roads between here and 
those points were patrolled and that 
armed men had lieen stopping motor 
cars within five miles of St. Alhans. 

Airplanes Sent to “War Zone.” 

Washington, Sept. 2. — A squadron 
of Ul airplanes was ordered by Secre- 
tary of War Weeks to proceed tc West 
Virginia to be used by the government 
in tlie event of establishment of mar- 
tial law in the trouble zones of the 
West Viriginia coal fields. 

The airplanes are under orders to 
proceed from Langley field. Va. 

Logan County a Battlefield. 

Logan, W. Va., Sept. 2. — Logan 
county, in the wild mountains of West 
Virginia, presents a tragic spectacle. 

Its men, gaunt and hollow-eyed 
from long periods without sleep, are 
commanding the ridges. Its women 
and children have manned field kitch- 
ens hack of the front, while big army 
trucks are rushing food and ammuni- 
tion to the defenders in front lines. 

Machine Guns Guard Roads. 

The picturesque hills where the 
dogwoods are painted with early au- 
tumn yellow, and where the squirrels 
are beginning to bark, nro i.pi-iiiijg 
with machine guns and hayonetted 
rifles that once did service in France. 

Every mountain road — every pass — 
every hollow are inffied “with 
Brownings,” and “Maxims.” Machine 
gun emplacements of concrete, dug- 
outs and “bivies” In the woods, have 
transformed the once peaceful "little 
mountain state” into an industrial in- 
ferno Unit any second may ruu red 
with blood. ^ 

Similar to Verdun. 

The topography of the Upper Gnynn 
valley, wherein lies Logan county, fs 
not unlike the country surrounding 
Verdun. Blair mountain, where the 
first battle occurred, might well be 
■compared to the snnginary, “La Morte 
hnuitne” or “Dead Man's hill,” where 
at a terrible cost of lives the French 
held the Boehe and where later in 
the war the Americans in a brilliant 
attack forced the gray-clad buns back- 
ward. 

Unable to Take Stronghold. 

Without the natural fortifications of 
Logan county, on the Boone border, 
4,000 or 8, 0t*0 miners from the New 
River fields and from Kanawha coun- 
ty are crouched for the attack. Sev- 
eral times they have dashed forward, 
assaulting the Logan defenders on 
the mountain tops. As litany times 
they have' fallen hack unable to meet 
fire which greeted them. 

Following the initial nssnulls. the 
miners have chosen to resort to sni- 
per's tactics, lying well protected be- 
hind the big rocks, tlie cliffs and the 
trees of probably the roughest section 
of West Virginia. 

Ready tc Hurl Gas at Miners. 

The defenders of the Logan border 
have employed many devices of war. 

Many drums of "teal” gas lie back 
of tlie front, ready to pour out if tlie 
miners attempt a massed attack. The 
gas will temporarily put those who 
breathe it hors <ie combat, but is said 
not to cause permanent injury. 

Planes Act as Scouts. 

Overhead a number of airplanes 
swoop like great eagles or soar as 
do tlie hawkes over the mountains. 
The plains bring ;• -sages of tlie ad- 
vancing. miners. Cavalry and foot 
scouts arc on rei-omiaisance parties 
day and night, while field telephones 
connect general headquarters with 
the front. 

Have Signal Corp. 

Telephone sets are scattered all over 
the first line of defense, being on 
mountain crests, in advance observa- 
tion positions in the hollows and even 
on the t roe tops, where the observers 
are stationed to guard against sur- 
prise nttacks. 

On the miners’ side, in Boone coun- 
ty, field hospitals have been estab- 
lished, another echo of the western 
front in France. ,

Washington, Sept. 2. — Authority was 
granted by the Interstate commerce 
commission to western and southwest- 
ern railroads to reduce f>V4 cents a 
hundred pound* the rates on grain 
and grain products for export from 
Missouri and Mississippi river points 
and on grain front the territory be- 
tween the rivers and from Illinois to 
Gulf ports. Mobile to Galveston, In- 
clusive. 

The commission also authorized the 
railroads to publish on five days’ no- 
tice reductions on grain ranging fro: a 
1 cent to 5V4 cents a hundred pounds 
front the territory west 'of tlie Mis- 
souri river in Nebraska, Kansas, Col- 
orado and Oklahoma to Gulf ports. 

Tlie rates front Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi river points and territory be- 
tween and Illinois may be published 
by the railroads on less than the usual 
thirty days’ notice. 

“The reduced rates are to apply 
during the remainder of the calendar 
year 1921, and, effective. Jan. 1, 1922, 
the former rates again will become 
effective unless other adjustments are 
made. 

Western railroads, by expansion of 
reserve accounts and tlie setting up of 
exorbitant depreciation .tiniR-.- n^nlMl 
their pro|x>rties, have concealed profits 
amounting to nearly $200,0fi<).0tk», Clyde 
M. Iteed, chairman of tlie Kansas pub- 
lic utilities commission, and spokes- 
man for the western grain men, testi- 
fied before the commission. 

On tlie basis of an analysis of the 
accounting returns of 19 railroads in 
the west, operating 89,0oo miles of 
track, or (58 per cent of the mileage 
of the western district, Mr. Heed said 
their profits during 1921). which, be 
said, generally bad been considered In- 
sufficient to meet the government guar- 
antee of their earning power, in fact, 
had been tlie greatest in their history, 
lie charged that propaganda in favor 
of maintenance of transportation rates 
had misled not only public opinion, 
hut also the official bodies charged 
witli the duties of regulating rates.

Washington, Aug. 29. — The Ameri- 
can army will he brought home from 
Germany Immediately ui>on ratilivutiou 
of flic peace treaty. 

The senate is expected to act on the 
treaty as soon as it reconvened in Sep- 
tember. This means the American 
forces may be moving/ out of Ger- 
many lieforc October 1. 

To Start Evacuation Soon. 

President Harding indicated the 
evacuation orders would be forwarded 
to Coblenz instantly after the sen- 
ate's action. With this in view tt Is 
considered likely that preliminary 
preparations for removal may be start- 
ed at once. 

Tilts movement will complete the 
final military act of the war between 
the United States and Germany, which 
lasted four years j.ml 6ix months. 
During only 19 months of that period 
were the nations engaged in actual 
conflict. 

Crossed the Rhine Nov. 30. 1918. 

The vanguard of tin- American tldrd 
army, which formed the occupational 
force, crossed the l!hine on November 
30, 1913, and occupation of the Amer- 
ican zone In full force was completed 
December 15. 

The American force has been grad- 
ually reduced since early in 1919 unlll 
now it consists of Jess than 12,000 ofil- 
cers atul men. 

The troops under Major General 
Dickman were met with Indifference 
l\r the German population. I.itlle hos- 
tility between the conquered people 
and tlie American forces has been 
shown at any time during the long oc- 
cupation. AH provisions were pur-* 
chased with cash. 

Cost Germany $250,000,000. 

There was no looting when the men 
entered. 

The troops at ail times have been 
under orders to rule sternly, bat Gen- 
eral Pershing In his proclamation said, 
“No law-abiding person need have any 
fear.” 

Germany owes the United States 
more than $250,000,000 for mainte- 
nance of the troops under the terms of 
the armistice-.
